KKPORTS AND RESOLUTIONS. 
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PART IV. 

Board of Education. 

Southwestern University. — We note with pleasure the growth 
and continued prosperity of our central institution of learning. Our 
Curators report their renewed confidence in the management and 
conduct of the affairs of the University. The health of the teachers 
and students has been good. Not only have there been no deaths, 
but for four years there has not been a single case of serious illness. 
There have been no epidemics of any kind among the students, and 
this exemption has doubtless been due to the institution’s isolation 
from the greater railroad lines. Harmony and good order have been 
maintained; attributable, in part, to the absence of the saloon in- 
fluence. It has been a year of gracious spiritual results. Only a 
small per cent, of the students failed to manifest great interest in 
the revival held in our church this spring. With scarcely an ex- 
ception, the young ladies of the Annex are members of the church. 
The efforts of our scholarly and consecrated faculty, in thus seeking 
to instruct our sons and daughters in the knowledge of Christ, as 
well as in the principles of learning, meet with our hearty approval, 
for education without Christ is a lamentable failure in so far as the 
development of true manhood and womanhood is concerned. 

The enrollment in the several departments of the University dur- 
ing the past year has been 426, an increase of thirty-four over the 
previous year. This increase was last year almost entirely limited 
to the Fitting School. We are glad to report, however, that at pres- 
ent, while the increase over the corresponding time last year is forty- 
seven, this increase is confined almost entirely to the collegiate 
department. A large amount of free tuition has been given by the 
University. Among the number of those receiving free instruction 
last year were fifty-four yo'ung men who are preparing for the 
ministry. Twenty-four per cent, of the students during the past 
year have received free tuition. 

Giddings Hall, we are glad to state, continues to prove a valuable 
aid to the University in the way of providing comfortable homes for 

2— Con f erence. 
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students of limited means. Seventy-two young men have boarded 
at the Hall during the year. 

The Curators further report that the course of study of the Uni- 
versity has been raised, the entrance requirements in English and 
Mathematics having been increased by about a half a year, and the 
course of study leading to the B. S. degree having been raised until 
the work demanded is equal to that required for B. A. The A. M. 
has been made a post-graduate degree, conforming, in this respect, to 
the usage of other high grade institutions of the 'country. In the 
various departments a considerable amount of elective work is 
offered. 

The General Board of Education, in classifying the various educa- 
tional institutions of the church, have recognized but eight colleges 
as fully meeting all the conditions for a first class college as laid 
down by the Educational Commission appointed by our last General 
Conference. We are glad to report that our Southwestern Univer- 
sity is one of the eight. 

It is a matter for congratulation that the number of young ladies 
— sixty eight — who have boarded in the Annex during the past year, 
is the largest in the history of the institution. The courses of study 
in the literary department of the Annex are the same as those of the 
Universit}'-, and lead to the same degrees. The advantages of this 
branch of the University are of the highest order. We heartily com- 
mend it to those desiring to give their daughters the advantages of 
a liberal education. 

We rejoice to report that the new University building, admitted to 
be the handsomest school structure among all our Southern Meth- 
odist Colleges, is nearing completion. The funds necessary for the 
completion of the building have not yet been secured in full. We 
appreciate the untiring labors of the Financial Agent, Eev. F. B. 
Sinex, and urge the brethren to co-operate with him in carrying the 
work on to a successful consummation. We recommend that the 
Conference endorse the action of the Board of Trustees of South- 
western University in borrowing $15,000 to meet their obligations 
incurred in the erection of the building. 

Chappell Hill Female College. — ^This institution, we are glad 
to report, has had a very prosperous year, and has had the largest 
enrollment of any year under the present administration. The total 
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attendance up to date this year is seventy, forty of whom have 
boarded in the College Home, while several others have boarded with 
relatives in the town. More than one-third of the young ladies are 
in the ^‘^Industrial Department,” working for board and tuition in 
whole or in part. 

The Commercial Department, recently organized, in which is 
taught bookkeeping, stenography, typewriting, etc., is already almost 
self-sustaining. Other departments of the College have been well 
patronized. Repairs and improvements are being made that the 
buildings may become more comfortable and convenient. 

We are glad to report that by the sale of the Soule University 
property Chappell Hill Female College has been entirely relieved of 
debt. Additional property to the value of $600 has been purchased 
and paid for. 

We recommend that the Board of Trustees so adjust the course 
of study as to make it conform to the requirements of the General r 

Board of Education for secondary schools, and that the same be 
correlated with our central institution. Southwestern University. 5 

We recommend that the Bishop appoint Rev. Seth Ward as Secretary 
of Education, and that the Board of Education fix and provide for 
his salary. We recommend further, that Revs. G. W. Davis and B. 

L. Glazner be appointed as students at the Southwestern University. 

We recommend that the assessment for Payne and Lane Institutes 
be as heretofore, $250. 

We recommend that the assessment for education be as heretofore, 

$1685, to be distributed pro rata (provided for by Ho. 412 of Hew 
Discipline), as follows: One hundred and eighty-five dollars for 

General Board; $1500 to be divided between Southwestern Univer- 
sity and the salary account of Rev. Seth Ward in such a way as that 
the salary fund may receive $500 of the amount collected. 

The collection for Payne and Lane Institutes is $154.30; less for 
printing minutes, $ . 

The educational collection, which, according to 412 of Hew Dis- 
cipline, is to be combined into one fund and apportioned pro rata, 

$1209.45, less $ for printing minutes. $ — ^ , divided as 

follows: General Board, $142.30; Southwestern University, $789.12. 

We have received from the Sunday School Board $12.12, it being 
ten per cent, of the collection on Children’s Day, which is ordered to 
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be remitted to the Secretary of the General Board of Education ; and 
that we have also received from the Sunday School Board $61.84, 
which we recommend to be appropriated in part payment of salary 
and expenses of our Conference Secretary of Education, Rev. Seth 
Ward. 

The Twentieth Century Movement. — Your Board of Educa- 
tion wishes most heartily to emphasize this movement, so wisely 
projected by our late General Conference. We feel that in view of 
the heroic history and marvelous progress of Methodism made under 
the providence of God during the century now rapidly drawing to 
a close, a thank offering of one million, five hundred thousand dol- 
lars is but a just, though feeble, expression of our gratitude to Al- 
mighty God. The years back of us, so marked with signal victories 
of the church militant, call to us loudly ^fio lift up the hands, 
strengthen the feeble knees, make straight the paths’^ that our be- 
loved Methodism may march on in the name of Christ to victories 
and conquests grander than we have yet known. The years before 
us promise perils and responsibilities new and great. If the church 
is to retain ^^seats for the humble’’ she must lay hold of the ‘^seats of 
the mighty.” The church must dominate the men that dominate 
the world. The intellectual life of the new century must be ener- 
gized and quickened by the spirit of Christ. This is to be done 
largely through the medium of Christian education. It is a well- 
known fact that no class are more easily reached by the gospel than 
the undergraduates in our colleges and universities, while no class is, 
perhaps, more difficult thus to reach than those who have graduated 
and entered upon their life’s work. An eminent authority has said, 
that the great majority of the graduates of our institutions of learn- 
ing enter upon their careers with their stock of ideas furnished for 
life. The church must not only have an educated ministry, men 
who are able to lay bare the sophistries of skepticism ; who can chal- 
lenge, assault, and put to route the spirit of materialism; who can 
speak with authority on those problems and questions which an in- 
quiring age is propounding, and who, withal, can hold up a Divine 
and Crucified Christ as the panacea for the social and moral ills of 
the world, as the Rock of Refuge of a sinning, doubting people — but 
she must touch every center and every field of thought and influence. 
While, therefore, this Twentieth Century Fund is an expression of 
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gratitude to God for past blessings, it is also intended to meet an 
urgent necessity of the future. And in devoting this fund to the 
strengthening and the better equipping of our institutions of learn- 
ing, the church is but girding herself for the future conquest of the 
world for Christ. . 

We commend the following timely words of the Secretary of our 
General Board of Education : “In view of the unusual requirements 

now being made of the General Board, and of the Annual Conference 
Board of Education, in connection with the Twentieth Century 
movement, special efforts will have to be made by us during the com- 
ing year. We cannot afford to in any way prove ourselves unworthy 
the great trust committed to us by our beloved church. Her honor, 
and that of her Lord, are involved in this movement. The great 
divisions of the Methodist army are sweeping down to the close of 
the century victoriously — the M. E. Church, with its thank offering 
of twenty million; the Wesleyan, with theirs of five million; the 
Irish, the New Zealand, the Australian, the Canadian Methodist, all 
and each, with their thank offerings. Soon we shall join them at 
the place where two centuries meet. It is with us to say whether 
Southern Methodism shall come full handed, in the flush of victory, 
or with shame and confusion of face. Whatever organization and 
work can accomplish, we must do. The trust has been committed; 

^ it has been accepted. We must be true to it. Each pastoral charge 

’ must be divided into small bands, and a leader must be put in charge 

I of each band, charged with (the duty of prayerful and earnest in- 

struction, the sowing of seed, the distribution of literature, the dis- 
semination of information, the creation of sentiment. This move- 
_! ment cannot be made to succeed by a few gifted speakers. These 

have an important part to perform, but there must be many busy 
workers who cannot speak in public, and who can yet lay this matter 
on the hearts of the many.” 

Your Board urges upon the pastors to secure subscriptions to the 
New Century Educa^tion, a worthy publication sent out by the Gen- 
eral Board at the small price of ten cents a year. We urge, also, 
upon the pastors the importance of buying one or more of the works 
' on education recommended by the Board. The pastors must instruct 

themselves if they are to be able to instruct the people. 

In the language of our General Secretary, “Above all, and always. 
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let us keep in mind that this is God^s own work, and according to 
His chosen plan; it is the effort the church is making to apply ffhe 
nurture and admonition of the Lord’ in the formation of the char- 
acter of her children. He is for us, and who can be against us ? It 
may seem impossible to men that a gift from each of our many mem- 
bers should be gotten for this cause in the time allotted to us, but it 
is not unreasonable according to Divine logic, ffhe things that are 
impossible to men, are possible to God.’ ” 

We recommend that the three-fourths, or the whole, of the 
Twentieth Century Fund left at the disposal of this Conference be 
appropriated to th.e Southwestern University for buildings, endow- 
ment or equipment, to any and all of these purposes as the Board of 
Trustees may elect, unless otherwise directed by the donors. 

We recommend that the following resolution be adopted by this 
Conference : 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Conference are hereby tendered 
Eev. Seth Ward for his masterly address on the Twentieth Century 
movement, and also to Bishop Hargrove for his wise and pertinent 
remarks upon the same subject, and for the liberal collection of 
$2600 he secured for this most worthy cause. 

We also request that the brethren who have made subscriptions to 
the salary and expense fund of Eev. Seth Ward send the amounts 
as soon as possible, or the monthly installments of the same, to the 
Treasurer of our Board, Prof, H. C. Pritchett, of Huntsville, Texas, 
accompanying their remittances with a statement that they are to 
apply to the purpose above mentioned. 

We recommend that the names of Eevs. Seth Ward and Nathan 
Powell be added to the list of the names of our Board of Education, 
and that the names of Eevs. Geo. A. Le Clere and J. L. Massey, 
which, by mistake, were omitted from the list as pabl’shed in our 
last year’s minutes, be inserted. 

We recommend further that an Executive Committee of this 
Board be constituted as follows: Eev. Seth Ward, chairman; E. P. 

Newson,.W. D. Bradtield, H. C. Pritchett, E. W. Solomon, who shall 
have charge and direction of this movement in our Conference.

Report of Committee on Temperance and Sabbath 

Observance. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Texas Annual Conference : 

Dear Brethren : The temperance and Sabbath questions are 

prominent among the great unsolved problems of the day. Towards 
these questions the church dare not be indifferent or neutral. In 
the appointment of this committee, our Conference, professedly, 
recognize the importance of temperance and Sabbath Observance. 
Your committee, in recognition of its trust, would practicall}'’ com- 
mit our ministry and membership to these matters of great concern 
— that our church may contribute to the growing sentiment against 
the monumental evils of intemperance and Sabbath desecration. 
Our gospel, we believe, can and ultimately will settle everything 
that needs settling, but the application of this gospel to vexed 
problems must be made by gospel preachers and Christian workers. 
We must pray and preach and practice temperance. Also, by pre- 
cept and example, teach the right use of the “Lord’s day.” Our 
church has definitely declared in favor of temperance. She assumes 
the attitude of total abstinence. Through her law-making body 
she has arrayed herself squarely against the liquor traffic. By keep- 
ing and not mending our rules, the people called Methodists may 
rapidly advance the temperance cause. We add: Since the Legis- 

lature of Texas has developed a conscience on the subject of tobacco 
using, we think it time the Texas Conference give some expression 
on the subject. The law forbids the sale of tobacco in any form 
to minors under sixteen years of age. A good law this, since about 
ninety per cent, of the rejections from army service was caused by 
the use of this vile narcotic. The example of the smoking and 
chewing preachers are not calculated to have a very wholesome effect 
on the boys, but rather to lead to the violation of State law and to the 
injury of the physical man, to say the least. 
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As to the second part of the subject: We believe that from the 

beginning the world has had a Sabbath. The Sabbath must con- 
tinue so long as man has need of it. ^^For the Sabbath was made 
for man and not man for the Sabbath.” This institution of God 
meets requirements of the sensuous and spiritual natures — a time 
for rest and worship. In this age, various classes of men are con- 
tending for their rights — Sabbath priviles^es. Labor and trades’ 
unions and other combined efforts of men have effected needed leg- 
islation, and now the law prohibits the forcing of employes, either 
by individuals or corporations, to work on Sunday. Quite recently, 
a foreman in large railroad shops ordered the men to return to work 
on Sunday morning. A large proportion of them refused to obey, 
not one of whom suffered a discharge. Protected by law and organ- 
ized efforts, they were safe and are still at work. There should be 
no relaxing of effort on the part of the church. We believe, with 
others, that there cannot be an America without the Christian Sab- 
bath. Therefore, we will contend for this necessary institution 
secured to us by laws, human and divine. 

We recommend a better observance of the day ; that our people 
refrain from marketing and popular amusements, promiscuous vis- 
iting — traveling on the cars — especially Sunday excursions. We 
recommend further that we repudiate the continental Sabbath and 
claim the whole day for holy uses. 

By request of the good women, and in harmony with the action 
of the late General Conference, we endorse the Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union in its temperance and benevolent work.

The Sunday School Board. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Texas Annual Conference : 

Dear Brethren : The training of our children for God and His 

church is one of the most sacred duties committed to us. The great 
value of the Sunday School in accomplishing this end can not be 
overstated. As pastors, we cannot, and we must not, neglect this work. 
If we do, the church will suffer and many souls be lost by it. It is 
made our duty to be present in all the Sunday Schools of our charge ; 
as often as practicable to catechise the children ; to preach to them 
as often as convenient; to exhort them to attend regularly upon 
divine service, and to see that they are instructed in the doctrines 
and usages of our church, and to look after their spiritual welfare 
as a part of our pastoral work.

All those that spring up over the land and take 
the broad and liberal sounding name of Union are a snare and a 
delusion. Disunion would be a better name for them. Let us stand 
by our own schools. 

Our literature can not be surpassed. Our Magazine is superb, 
while the ChildreiTs Visitor is a thing of beauty and a joy forever. 
Let us see that our schools are well supplied with our own literature. 
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We must be more discreet in the selection of our officers and teach- 
ers. Select only those who love and serve the Lord J esus Christ. 

Whereas, there is no uniform mode among pastors in reporting 
their Sunday School statistics, this Board recommends that the 
reports of the pastors include the number of all students who have 
been instructed during the year. 

The Sunday School Board will furnish, free of charge, to each 
school who will apply to our Secretary, programs/ for Children’s 
Day, provided they indicate the fact that they will observe the day 
and take a collection. 

The Board desires to hold a Conference Sunday School Conven- 
tion during the year, and asks the co-operation of all our preachers 
and Sunday School workers.

Report of Orphanage Committee. 

To the Bishop mid Members of the Texot>s Annual Conference : 

Dear Brethren: We, your Committee on Orphanage, respect- 

fully submit the following report : 

From the sixth annual report of the Board of Directors and from 
the Manager of the Orphanage, we are glad to note the good con- 
dition and healthy growth of this institution. The new building, 
a three-story brick, into which some $7000 have already gone, is 
rapidly nearing completion. In this connection we call attention to 
the splendid service rendered the institution by Eevs. Abe Mulkey 
and E. W. Thompson, and heartily endorse the request of the Board 
of Directors that they continue their good work. 

The Orphanage has now 134 children under the supervision of 
the Manager. iNinety-five of these are in the Orphanage and thirty- 
nine have been placed in carefully selected Christian homes. The 
children are well cared for physically, and have excellent educational 
and religious advantages, having easy access to the public schools and 
churches of the city. 

The estimated value of the property, according to the report of 
the Board of Directors, is now about $40,000, and is free from all 
incumbrance of debt. The Orphanage, too, is thoroughly equipped 
for its work. 

We endorse the action of the Board of Directors in continuing 
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Rev. W. H. Vaughan as business manager of the Orphanage, and 
heartily commend his administration of its affairs. 

In view of the fact that the Texas Conference has always paid its 
assessment and that this year the assessment of $700 has been much 
more than met — the actual receipts being $742.75 — ^^we recommend 
concurrence in the assessment named by the Board of Directors, 
viz., $800. 

The Orphanage financial year runs from November to November, 
and we urge that the pastors take early collections and at once remit 
to the business manager. iWe also suggest that the Leagues and 
Sunday Schools, etc., be requested to send boxes of clothing, bedding, 
food, and anything that may be useful to the Orphanage.

MEMOIR. 

One year ago the members of the Texas Conference enjoyed the 
unusual pleasure of the presence of Kev. John H. Davidson. That 
was his last Conference on earth, and to many of his brethren it was 
the last earthly meeting. At exactly midway between the sessions of 
the Conference, June 8, 1899, he was transferred from the church 
militant to the church triumphant. For about thirty years he was 
rarely able to meet the brethren at Conference, yet his love for the 
brethren never grew cold. No preacher was more uniformly tender 
and thoughtful of his brethren. No preacher enjoyed a larger meas- 
ure of esteem and confidence than did he. 

This good man was born July 21, 1814, in Jefferson county, Miss- 
issippi. His parents were John A. and Eliza Green Davidson. He 
was horn of noble lineage; his grandfather was Gen. Wm. Davidson, 
of Revolutionary fame. His grandmother was a Miss Brevard, 
whose family was widely and honorably known during the revolu- 
tionary period of our country. Brother Davidson was not converted 
till about twenty-five years of age, but his conversion left no doubt 
of the renewing power of the Holy Spirit. His conversion was to 
him so wonderful that in all the sixty years he never forgot its power. 
Happy the preacfher who goes to preach the gospel of salvation to 
others if he himself be able to stand before them as a genuine and 
undoubted demonstration of the power of the gospel to save men 
from sin. 

Brother Davidson was a sunny and hopeful Christian. He en- 
joyed religion to an unusual degree. He helped his pastor in preach- 
ing. The preacher knew he had one ardent sympathizer, and his 
abounding and overflowing soul put a fine spiritual flavor on the 
services. He held to the old interpretations of the Bible ; to the old 
doctrines and usages of Methodism. He not only held them, but he 
lived them. His life was a beautiful demonstration of the power 
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of the cardinal Bible doctrines held by the people called Methodists. 
His life was the legitimate fruit of those doctrines. Not often in a 
life time do we meet a character so beautiful in spiritual'life. Those 
who knew him best know that he lived upon the hill tops that skirt 
the confines of the far away land. His influence to many a young 
preacher has been that of a father. 

Although for a number of years he was almost a constant sufferer, 
yet never was he known to complain that his lot was hard.' It was 
ihe pleasure of the writer to enjoy an unusual nearness to him for 
fifteen years before his death, and we are glad to testify of him that 
he had nothing but brotherly love for his brethren and all good peo- 
ple. His sweet and perfect resignation to the divine will was beau- 
tiful. He seemed to have less of discouragement and despondency 
of spirit than most men. I was his pastor for three years, and the 
minister who has such a man in his congregation has helpfulness 'fin 
the sanctuary.^^ He enjoyed the spiritual flow that was the privilege 
of but few men to enjoy. Often in the fullness of his soul he would 
shout the praises of his Heavenly Father. His home was always the 
preacher’s home, and he was never happier than when he had some 
of the servants of God in his house. Brother Davidson attributed 
his first impressions for piety to the influence of a Christian mother, 
whom he always delighted to call "my precious mother.” 

His conversion was clear and convincing, and occurred at Day’s 
Camp Ground, Louisiana, in the year 1839, and from then to the 
day of his death he never doubted his conversion. 

He was a preacher of the old and true type. He believed in the 
old. methods of seeking religion, and pursued the old methods and 
means of grace for the development of the Christian character. His 
ministry was marked with the stamp of genuine earnestness, and he 
believed with all his soul the message he delivered. Hence it came 
from a heart full of zeal and enthusiasm. 

Thus another of our oldest men has passed away from us. Four 
years ago we mourned, the departure of our dear brother, C. H. 
Thomas, our then oldest member in the Conference. The next roll 
call the voice of I. G. J o'hn, another of our old members, was silent. 
At our last session we recorded the death of James M. Wesson; we 
are now called upon to record the memoir of J ohn H. Davidson, who 
has gone up to join the beloved ones who have been gathered to their 
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, fathers. He has left us for the beautiful home aboYe, but he has 

left us the fragrance of a sanctified life. To his lonely and bereaved 
companion we would offer words of consolation ; we are sure there are 
none so comforting as the words of promise that cheered him in his 
li last days. To God and to the word of his grace would we commend 

her. As we look into the sad and meditative faces here^ who can 
‘ say who will he the next to be called from his labor to his rest in our 

I last reunion?

Committee on Parsonages. 

We are glad that, under our system, it becomes the duty and we 
trust the privilege of our Society, to build and equip parsonages. 
The good derived from having these homes cannot be overestimated. 
It has always been the work of the women of the church to look 
after the furnishing and care of the parsonage, and now, since the 
organization of the Woman’s Home Mission Society, they continue 
this work, only on a broader scale. We now assist in building these 
homes throughout the entire church. However, when we count our 
charges, we find the proportion of parsonages small. We would 
suggest even greater work and interest along this line. We realize 
that the larger number of our parsonages have been built since our 
Society was organized, and we feel proud of this fact. 

We would recommend that especial attention be given to this work 
in those portions of our Conference where houses are poor and un- 
comfortable. Often for the need of a parsonage, the work is greatly 
hindered, and in some cases rendered impossible. 

We also recommend that each Auxiliary secure an efficient First 
Vice-President and that said First Vice-President call especial 
attention to the importance of this department of our work. 

We would further suggest that each Auxiliary appoint a com- 
mittee, as the by-laws require, whose duty it shall be to look after 
the parsonage of that charge and see that it is kept furnished and 
comfortable.

Committee on Finance. 

Kealizing the utter impossibility of carrying on the work of our 
Society as it should be, without some provision for a contingent 
fund to defray the expenses necessarily incurred, your Committee on 
Finance begs leave to submit the following report: 
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‘First — ^We recommend that there be an assessment of 25 cents 
per member upon each Auxiliary as a contingent fund; that it be 
collected early in the year and remitted to Conference Treasurer, 
Auxiliary treasurers being careful to state the exact amount of con- 
tingent fund when it is sent, keeping it separate from the dues. 

Second — ^That Treasurers of Auxiliaries make special efforts to 
collect 10 cents per month, that is $1.20 per year from each mem- 
ber of the Society. 

Third — That our members be urged to adopt a method of sys- 
tematic giving. 

Fourth — We would call the attention of Auxiliaries to Article 5 
in the by-laws for Auxiliaries, which makes it tne duty of the Third 
Vice-President to take charge of the Baby Roll, collect the enroll- 
ment fee of 25 cents and also collect the offerings from the Baby 
Mite Boxes every quarter. In this connection, we would recommend 
that this body elect a Superintendent of the Baby Roll, whose 
duty it shall be to keep a correct list of its members, to actively 
endeavor to secure new members, and to arouse an interest in this 
department throughout the bounds of our Conference. 

Fifth — We believe it to be very greatly to our advantage to have 
our minutes published, therefore, we would ask that each Auxiliary 
contribute 50 cents to defray this expense.
